office wore discovered, 
Rathbone produced letters w ritten 
to his chief clerk in May, 1900, calling 
the latter'* attention to the fact that 
the order for monthly inspection had 
not been carried out and asking an ex­ 
planation. The fiscal asked Rathbone 
if it was not his place to see that his ■ 
orders were carried out as well as to I 
issue them. To this the latter replied 
that with all the details of the office 
It was Impossible for him to sec that 
everything was done.

gest that in the m ajority of cases an 
exercise of Ord la rry precaution l r ti a 
strict attention to orders and duty 
would have averted ihe disasters.

W ashington. Jan. 14.-—The director 
of the census has announced the per­ 
centage of increase of population in 
different parts of the country, showing 
for the last decade a rapid decrease 
from previous rate of growth of pop­ 
ulation in the W est, a less marked 
but decided decrease n the North, and 
a slight increase in the South. 


Mexico City, Jan. 14.—Y esterday’s 
session of the Pan-American confer 
ence had been dull enough, when to­ 
ward the end a ripple of excitement 
was created. It began with an amend 
ment looking to the suppression of the 
final protocol in order to enable the 
compulsory plan of arbitration to be 
reported 
to 
the 
conference. 
This 
am endm ent was carried by 30 votes 
Chili abstaining from voting. 
The vote excited great interest, as 
it was a forecast that the advocates of 
compulsory arbitration were going to 
have their way in insisting that the 
plan be reported to th© conference. 
The suppression of the final protocol 
was the removal of an obstacle. Then 
Senor Pardo of Mexico arose and of 
fered a substitute, directing that ill 
treaties reported by the conference 
to the departm ent of foreign relations 
should he drawn up in Spanish. Por 
tuguese, French and English. 
It w*as 
proposed that this am endm ent should 
be put at once to a vote. 
Thereupon 
W alker M artinez of Chili remarked 
that the hour of 
adjournm ent had 
passed, R being after I o’clock. It was 
provided, he said, by Article 16 of the 
rules that sessions should begin at IO 
o'clock and end at L 
President Rai- 
gosa called Senor M artinez's attention 
to the fact that the session had not 
begun until nearly ll o’clock. There­ 
upon Senor Martinez rose from his 
place and walked out of the hall. say­ 
ing audibly as he did so: 
“There is 
no answering th at; this is a species 
of chicanery to which the people of 
this country are accustom ed.’’ 
Imme 
diately afterw ard, upon the courteous 
request of Blest G am of Chili, the 
chair adjourned the session. 
It is 
claimed that one effect of the affront 
of W alker Martinez will almost cer­ 
tainly be that if the Mexicans have 
now to choose between taking the side 
of the Chilians or the other South 
Americans in the arbitration dispute 
which is not quite settled they will 
be decidedly inclined 
to the latter. 
The Peruvian. Argentine. Venezuelan, 
Paraguayan. Bolivian and Dominican 
delegations attended the morning ses­ 
sion. not as signifying any abatem ent 
of their claims, but as a mark of con 
ciliatoriness and deference to Mexico 
and the United States. 
No definite solution of the arbltra 
tion difficulty has been reached. 
A 
meeting in the afternoon between the 
Mexicans and South Americans favor 
able to the compulsory plan lasted sev­ 
eral hours and adjourned without com 
ing to a definite decision. 
The action 
of W alker Martinez at yesterday’s ses­ 
sion is the general topic of conversa­ 
tion.
